Preceding the talk Mr. David 
Davidson of the Martin Church of 
Christ opened the assembly with 
the invocation; Mr. Stewart and 
Mr. Jones announced that the next 
two assembly programs would be 
on October 30 and November 25. 

Dr. Lantz. in his introduction of 
Jihn, revealed that the native Ko¬ 
rean had been separated from his 
family in 1950 during the Korean 
conflict. At the age of sixteen he 
became an interpreter for the Uni¬ 
ted States forces in his home coun- 
I try. Three years ago he came to 
j this country where h e attended 
j P'reed-Hardeman College at Hen¬ 
derson. 

Jihn said of his landing at San 
J Francisco that the first thing he 
did was to taste the dirt to see if 
it was sweet, but he found that 
dirt is pretty much the same eve¬ 
rywhere. 

Charming the audience with his 
ready wit. he told qf his confusion 
over hamburgers that are actually 
beefburgers, hot dogs—“Koreans 
just don’t eat dogs!”—and of his 
appreciation of American friendli¬ 
ness. “Girls like boys; boys like 
girls,” he said, “but it seems to 
me girls like boys more than boys 
like girls.” 

In speaking of the United States, 
Jihn called it the greatest, most 
wealthy nation of the world. “It 
is great because of your constitu¬ 
tion, the laws which you practice,” 
he stated. 

He warned the group that they 
should not take America and the 
equal opportunities offered here 
so much for granted. He expressed 
a wish that everyone could have 
the opportunity to see situations 
existing in other nations—that "no 
other ’common people’ of other 
countries can drive cars as they do 
in America.” 

Jihn. evidencing an exemplary 
pride in his country, reminded eve¬ 
ryone that Korea had in spite of 
its small size and political posi¬ 
tion an ancient culture of its own 
—4,000 years old. He pointed out 
that included in this culture had 
been early studies in astronomy,

YOUTHSPEAKS TO YOUTH 

Those students and faculty members who failed to at¬ 
tend the assembly program on United Nations Day missed 
hearing a very rare and heart-warming young speaker 
bring to mind the blessings of American democracy. 

K. R. Jihn is one of the survivors of the short but tragic 
Korean conflict which began June 25, 1950. Having been 
separated from his family in December of that year, he 
sought employment with the U.S. Army for which he be¬ 
came, with his limited use of the English language, the 
youngest interpreter at the age of 16. Some time later he 
learned of his elderly father’s death from over-exposure in 
the underground and since then, he has heard no word of 
his mother and five sisters. 

His determined overcoming of these seemingly unbear¬ 
able circumstances should be to most of us—struck by the 
hardship of facing mid-term exams, not having all the 
extra cash we feel we need, and the numerous other “bur¬ 
dens” of college students—an inspiring example of coura¬ 
geous dedication to the development of soul, mind, and 
body. 

Especially was it inspiring since he is youth speaking to 
youth and exemplifying what possibilities lie in today’s 
young people. Jihn states as his reason for coming to 
America: ‘To learn about its culture and customs and the 
principles of democracy.” It is his desire to take these 
things to many nations of the world and to show? them the 
‘True Americanism.” He wishes to help create a strong 
and warm relationship among many nations throughout 
the world. 

Since his arrival in the United States, he has traveled 
over 80,000 miles for the purpose of speaking to churches, 
schools, civic organizations, colleges, and universities. 

The heart of Jihn’s belief is that the world can and 
should stand upon the principles laid down in Christianity 
instead of destroying human lives and property by the 
forces of war. 

Keep an eye on K. R. Jihn! Dedication and diplomacy 
such as he possesses are not to be overlooked in the world 
today.

We point with especial pride in this issue of The Volette 
to Lee Todd, newly elected national vice-president of the 
Future Farmers of America organization. This honor 
comes fast on the heels of another achievement for which 
he has been recently cited—the American Farmer Degree 
award.
